By developing test technique 

The Technique boxes contain shon tips which can easily be memorized and used 
as reminders in the real test. These include quick and easy advice about planning, 
undentanding questions, and how to use effectively the language you have learned. 
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How is the lELTS Academic Writing paper organized? 

The academic writing component of the lELTS lasts one hour. In the test, there are 
two tasks of different lengths, both of which you must answer. 

What does each task consist of? 

Ja Tbsk 1, you will have to write at lea.si 1 50 words to describe some data or a 
diagram. Data will normally be presented in the form of a graph, a bar or pie chart, 
a table, or a combination of these. A diagram will normally relate to a process, the 
workings of an object, or changes in maps over time. You are always expected to 
summarize the intormation by describing the main features, making comparisons 
where relevant. 

In Task 2, you will have to write at least 250 words on a topic. You will be presented 
with an opinion, an argument, or a problem, and you will be expected to respond in 
some way, For example, in your response, you may be asked to: 

• express an opinion. 

• give views about two different opinions and give your own opinion. 

• discuss advantages and disadvantages. 

• give a solution to a problem by suggesting measures, 

• discuss causes of a problem and suggest solutions.

How will I be assessed? 

In both tasks you will be assessed on your ability to express yourself clearly and 
accurately in English. 

In Task !, your answer is assessed according to your ability to write about data in an 
organized way and compare information where it is relevant to do so. You should 
write about the main features of the data and add relevant deiail where necessary. 

In Task 2, fcm answer is assessed according to your ability to write in a logical 

manner as you give a solution to a problem, present and justify an opinion, compare 
and contrast evidence and opinions, or evaluate and challenge ideas or arguments. 

How much time should I spend on each task? 

You are advised to spend 20 minutes on Task I. 
You are advised to spend 40 minutes on Task 2. 

Even though Task 2 carries more marks, you should always do Iksk 1 first. This 
is because it is shoner, and psydiologicaDy it feels better if you have cxwnpleted 
one task.
